The Currency. 

Every one who has not forgotten the abor- 
tive attempt made by the Government in 
ISo!), to supplant the dollar by over-valuing 
thd sovereign in all transactions at our Trea- 
sury, must regard the recent importation of 
British silver eoins, as evidence that a re- 
newed attack is meditated on our decimal 
monetary system. Under sneh circum- 
stances, wc would direct attention to the 
condition of our inter-colonial currency. 
The difficulty ol adjusting the sterling divi- 
sions: of money to the monetary systems ul 
other nations, is one of the most cogent ar- 
guments in favor of a decimal currency. 
This unadaptabilit^of the sterling system 
lias been a great scarce of inconvenience to 
nearly all our colonies. Australia is per- 
haps the only exception. But the adoption 
of a sterling currency there, was dictated by 
necessity rather than choice; for while yet 
in her infancy, the intimate relations of that 
colony with the mother country, from 
whence were received the elements of exis- 
tence—population, capital, ami supplies— 
and where all the gotden produce of her 
mines was sent, rendered the coincidence 
of the sterling medium of exchange un- 
avoidable. In the adoption, therefore, of the 
Sterling system by the Australian colonies 
we must not sec the workings of a senti- 
mental feeling of loyalty, but simply an in- 
evitable commercial remit. Similar onuses— 
our intimate commercial relations with the 
United States— have been at woik in our 
own Colony, and have led to the adoption of 
the American standard value of coins, with 
a decimal currency. . 

But will this imp irtution of British silver

LATE AND INTERESTING NEWS ITEMS. 



The steamer Olter, Capt. Mount, arrived 
from New Westminster on Saturday evening 
last, bringing fifteen passengers and about 
$8000 in gold dust. 

Very severe weather has been experienced 
on the river, for the past two weeks. Alter- 
nate snow, rain, and hail storms have pre- 
vailed, to the j^reat discomfort of settlers and 
miners, and to the serious detriment of 
trade. 

The people of Hope have petitioned Gov. 
Douglas for the establishment of a small 
debts' court, which, since the departure uf 
Jud^o Elliot, has been discontinued. A 
Rock Creek trader, a few days since, cheat- 
ed M. Popper, a merchant of Ikpe, out of 
S1200, in a most unscruplous manner. 

Two hundred dollars have been sub- 
sc.ibed at Hope for the relief of King, the 
■deck-hand of the steamer FortJVale who lost 
liis leg by the explosion. 

Packing from Yale to the Forks of Ques- 
nelle is being done at 22 cents per pound.. 

Judge Begbie held court at Lytton on the 
19th inst. The cases, which wcro all uf 
minor importance, were disposed of in one 
•day. 

Fifteen bonts arrived at Lytton from the 
Lower River on the 17th and 1 8th inst., all 
with heavy cargoes of merchandise. As a 
■consequence, business was lively at that 
place. » 

Ko68u1h's and Woodward's trains have ar- 
rived at Lytton from Cariboo. They con- 
firm the reports previously published of rich 
diggings on Antler Creek. 

Rich prospects are reported to have been 
obtained ■en a small tributary of Lake Kern- 
Joops. Some coarse gold from that section 
has been exhibited at Lytton. 

Capt. Wm. Jeflray, of the Express Com- 
pany, has furnished us with the following 
items of interest to our readers: 



A.RBEST or Eicht Deskiitkiis.— At 12 
o'clock on Saturday night last, iurortnation 
was brought to the Police barracks that sev- 
eral sailors belonging to 11. M. S. Bact>liante 
had seized a boat, and were about leaving 
the harbor for the American side. Sergeant 
Blake and oflicer Taylor procured an Indian 
canoe, and after watching a short time, saw 
a large row-boat containing eight sailors 
making towards Hospital Point. The officers 
gave chase, and the sailors rowed hard for 
freedom, but when just abreast of the Hos- 
pital building, one of the rowlocks of their 
craft gave out and they put for the shore, 
which having safely reached, they ran into 
town and were subsequently arrested at one 
of the bar-rooms and taken to prison. In 
the boat was found a large quantity of pro- 
visions. A sloop was seen to sail out of the 
I harbor about the sime the sailors were 
j caught, and it ii supposed she had engaged 
j to pick them up outside. The boat was re- 
| cognized yesterday as belonging to a Mr 
Davis, residing at James' Pay, from whom 
it was stolen by the deserters. 

The Kobdkrt of Duncan's Sawmill. — 
The taking of machinery from this mill, 
at Albert's Head, turns out to be the hea- 
viest robbery that has ever taken place 
on this part of the coast. Mr. James 
Duncan returned from the mill yesterday 
and says that SI 0,000 worth of machinery 
has been carried away by the thieves. The 
engine was a double one, and the two .shaft*, 
two boilers, one piston-rod, and a few broken 
castings are the only articles left. A large 
skill was seen at the mill on Wednesday 
last, and the same, boat was observed in the 
same vicinity on a previous occasion. Sev- 
eral boat-loads of the machinery must have 
been stolen, for which a near market 
has been found, and it is hoped that a 
thorough search will be instituted for the 
parties who have been in the habit of acting 
as receivers of the stolen properly. Rust 
and Sullivan, the two men arrested for being 
engaged in this robbery, will be examined 
in the Pulice Court on Wednesday.
